Men Born From 1902 to 1924 Must Prove 
Compliance With Mobilization Regulations 
When Asking Permits to Seek Employment 

B Y Order pursuant to National Selective Service 
Civilian Regulations, a change is now made 
in the issue of permits to seek employment. 

After April 80, 1943, permits may be refused to any man born 
from 1902 to 1924, inclusive, who has reached 19, unless ha 
presents satisfactory evidence of compliance with Mobilization 
Regulations, in one of the following forms: 

(a) A certificate of discharge from His Majesty's Forces 
during this war; or (b) a rejection slip issued by the 
Army on application for enlistment; or (c) a certificate 
of medical examination from the Registrar of a Mobiliza¬ 
tion Board; or (d) a postponement order certificate 
from the Registrar of a Mobilization Board; or (e) if 
bom from 1902 to 1916 inclusive, a statutory declaration 
on form available in employment office, that he is not 
a “single person” under Mobilization Regulations. 

Documents in (a), (b) and (e) above need be presented only 
the first time a permit is sought after April 30, 1943, unlesa 
asked for by a Selective Service Officer. Documents in (c) and 
(d) above must be presented each time a permit is applied for. 

(1) Male persons applying for permits by mail should 
forward with their applications the evidence re¬ 
quired, except (e) above. 

<*) A Selective Service Officer MAY furnish a permit 
without first being handed evidence, where the 
applicant’s services are required for immediate em¬ 
ployment, or where a permit is asked for by mail, 
but in these cases the evidence must be presented to 
the Selective Service Officer later, usually WITHIN 
THREE DAYS of the issue of the permit. 

All men born from 1902 to 1924, who have 
reached age 19, are urged to co-operate with your 
Employment and Selective Service Office. Bring 
your documents with you.

Coleman Leads Pass in Collections; Blairmore’s 
Total $4,850 and Bellevue's $11,500 


While Coleman’s 3-day total of $14,850 for a quota of 
$125,000 allows room for much improvement it never¬ 
theless is better than the totals reported from Blair¬ 
more and Bellevue this morning. 

Bill Chappell, the Blairmore unit organizer, reports 
only $4,850 while Bellevue’s Fred Turner reports a 
total of $11,500. Blairmore, as is obvious, has got away 
to a bad start but as the campaign progresses the ag¬ 
gressive canvassers will no doubt put the campaign 
over the top. Bellevue collected $5,000 both Monday 
and Tuesday but slipped back to $1500 in Wednesday’s 
collections. 

The local canvassers are trying out a new system 
this year. The town has been divided into zones and 
only the canvassers allotted to that zone can canvass 
it. As a result they are going from door to door taking 
the good subscriptions with the smaller ones instead 
of rushing helter skelter all over town as in past years 
endeavoring to get the cream before someone beat 
them to it. 

The new system will result in collections mounting 
steadily instead of soaring the first week and then 
dragging badly towards the end of the campaign.

Died Saturday 

Funeral to be Held Today; First 

Came to Coleman in 1913; Served 

on School Board. 

The death occurred on Saturday, 
April 24, of a well known and re¬ 
spected former citizen of Coleman 
in the person of George Hope, aged 
about 70, at his Port Kells, B. C., 
home. The funeral is to be held 
today. 

Born in Twldesley, Lancashire, 
England, he grew into manhood in 
the same town, learning his trade 
as an engineer and later marrying 
Miss Ellen Krippen. 

He, along with Mrs. Hope and 
daughter Connie, came to Canada 
in 1910, settling at Lethbridge, 
where he worked as an engineer. 
He later moved to Burmis where 
he gained employment as an en¬ 
gineer and a year later, in 1913, he 
and his family came to Coleman, 
where he worked as engineer at 
International Coal Co. 

In 1914 he left for Lethbridge, 
and during the war worked as an 
engineer for the British govern¬ 
ment, doing jobs at Liverpool and 
other English cities. 

In 1920 he and his family came 
back to Coleman, where they re¬ 
sided till 1942. He again gained 
employment with the International 
•company as an engineer and retired 
from this job in the spring of 1942. 
The family first took up residence 
on Sixth street and later purchased 
a residence on Second street. 

In 1933 he was elected to the 
School Board, on which he served 
till 1938, one year of that time as 
chairman. He was also a member 
of the Oddfellows’ lodge. 

In June of 1942 he sold his res¬ 
idence and with Mrs. Hope, Mrs. 
VanDuzee (daughter) and husband 
and two grandsons, moved to a 
small fruit farm at Port Kells, B. 
C., where he had hoped to improve 
in health. 

Surviving are his wife; daughter, 
Mrs. VanDuzee, and two grandsons.

Has Been Simplified And Is Now 
Much More Efficient 
The light which has for some time 
been a part of the life-jacket used 
by the Merchant Navy has been 
further simplified and improved. Not 
only is it now more efficient, but 
quicker deliveries can be made. 

The light itself it attached to the 
shoulder of the jacket by a spring 
clip which cannot be washed off even, 
in the heaviest seas. The battery isj 
in a pocket in the jacket, and the 
light is switched on by inserting a 
captive plug into a socket on top of 
the battery contained. This can be 
done with two fingers, and no special 
instructions are necessary. 

The light can be seen over great 
distances at sea, and many lives have 
been saved by it.—British Electrician.

Refuse to Face Facts 

One public organization in 
Ontario in publicizing the 
Fourth Victory Loan reduced 
its thinking to the following 
words, “It takes more than 
taxes to conquer the Axis.” 
In that simple sentence is a 
very important truth; it does 
take more than taxes to main¬ 
tain Canada’s war effort, it re¬ 
quires the addition of huge 
Victory Loans. 

It is remarkable the number 
of people who fail to realize 
this fact or refuse to acknow¬ 
ledge it despite the many at¬ 
tempts on the part of others 
to enlighten them. Time and 
time again local canvassers 
are confronted with the argu. 
ment that “such and such an 
amount in taxes was taken 
off my statements during the 
past few months.” Can not 
these people realize that work¬ 
ers from coast to coast are 
also having heavy deductions 
from their pay statements 
each month but still find ways 
and means of supporting Can¬ 
ada’s Victory Loans. 

Canada ranks fourth among 
the Allied nations as a pro. 
ducer of war munitions. Taxes 
alone did not bring her up to 
this exalted position, money 
from the Victory loans helped 
very materially. Canada must 
endeavor to increase produc¬ 
tion if the Allied Nations are 
to win this war in the short¬ 
est possible time. All persons 
who can possibly buy bonds 
should do so and not endeavor 
to escape responsibility to 
Canada, her armed forces and 
the tortured millions in Eur¬ 
ope. 

Cemeteries to Receive Attention 

At the last meeting of the 
council a committee was au¬ 
thorized to survey the local 
cemeteries, discuss needed im¬ 
provements and report back 
at the next meeting. 

The cemeteries are the res¬ 
ponsibility of the council and 
too long these properties have 
been ignored. It was report¬ 
ed that at one time the ceme¬ 
teries were surveyed, sticks 
placed at the proper points 
and had persons been guided 
by these survey sticks the 
graves would have been laid 



out in neat rows. As it is 
however the sticks have either 
been taken out or ignored, 
some graves jut out one to 
two feet from the rows. In 
addition, boulders on the 
ground at the present time 
are car hazards, wild and 
withered grass is to be seen 
everywhere and there is not a 
proper parking lot in either 
cemetery. 

Suggestions for major im¬ 
provements have been asked 
by the council. Let’s hope 
the a p p o i n t ed committee 
makes suggestions that will 
make the cemeteries the beau¬ 
ty spots they should be in¬ 
stead of allowing them to re¬ 
main more or less in their 
present condition.

Means Great Saving Of Steel For 
Purposes Of \ War 

Making use cf old nails saves steel 
for war purposes. 

Amateur Carpenters should try to 
turn in old nails that have no pos¬ 
sible value aside from scrap. If when 
purchasing nails, the customer turned 
in an equal poundage of scrap metal 
to the voluntary salvage depots, one 
hundred thousand tons of metal 
would be made available for war pro¬ 
duction, according to officials of Na¬ 
tional Salvage Headquarters in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

There has been an increase in the 
annual consumption cf nails from 
1,500,000 kegs in peace time to nearly 
2,000,000 in wartime. This has been 
caused by the packing of war sup¬ 
plies in wooden cases, building of 
wartime houses, and the erection of 
temporary storage for Canada’s great 
grain crop last year.

Proper treatment, just as soon as 
the first pest damage shows, will win 
the battle. It is amazing the injury 
| disease or insects can cause in a few 
(days once they are well established. 

Available almost everywhere in 
; Canada are cheap and effective com¬ 
mercial sprays and poWders which 
j will handle such pests as fungus, 
aphids, rust, wilt, cut worms, potato 
bugs, etc. In some cases these dusts 
or sprays are made of a combination 
of materials to cope with a variety 
of enemies. The sprays, of course, 
should be applied when the plants are 
dry and the dusts stick better when 
the plants are slightly moist with 
rain or dew. 

Generally speaking, all plant 
enemies are divided into three types— 
fungus, that mildew or wilt the fol¬ 
iage; sucking insects which produce 
the same results; and the eating 
kinds which literally devour' the fol¬ 
iage. Burning or drying sprays and 
dusts will handle the first two, while 
I the "eaters" should be destroyed with 
1 a poison.

Permits Available 

Giving Extra Sugar Tea And Coffee 
For Prisoner Of War Parcels 

For some time now special per¬ 
mits have been available for Cana¬ 
dians sending sugar, tea and coffee, 
in personal parcels to next-of-kin 
who are prisoners of war. This is 
good news because it means that 
purchases of these goods do not cut 
into their own rations. 

A form known as “Prisoners of 
War Purchase Permit” is being sent 
to all next-of-kin by the Department 
of National War Services. This 
form is made out in duplicate, one 
copy to be sent to the Ration Ad¬ 
ministrator of the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board in Montreal, the 
other to be left with the merchant 
from whom the rationed commodity 
is purchased. 

Postal Censors check each parcel 
to prisoners to make certain that 
articles purchased are sent along to 
the boys in the prison camps. 

Quantities which may be sent in 
any personal parcel to a prisoner of 
war includes up to one pound of cof¬ 
fee, and a quarter of a pound of tea, 
and two pounds of sugar which may 
be made into hard candy.
